INTRODUCTION 


This  bibliography  was  prepared  by  a  committee  of  the  Massachusetts  Thai  Court  Law  Libraries  as  pDart  of 
our  LSCA  project  "Legal  Information  for  All,"  federally  funded  with  LSCA  Title  I  funds  through  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners.  Our  project  goal  was  to  better  serve  the  legal 
information  needs  of  public  library  users  by  assisting  public  librarians  in  the  use  of  their  legal  resources. 
As  part  of  this  effort  we  compiled  this  bibliography  of  tDasic  "legal  literacy"  materials,  oriented  toward  the 
layperson,  which  libraries  can  use  for  collection  development. 

Because  primary  materials  and  their  use  were  covered  in  our  legal  reference  workshops,  we 
concentrated  on  secondary  materials  which  would  be 

-  up-to-date 

-  in  print 

-  reasonable  in  cost 

-  intended  specifically  for  the  Massachusetts  reader. 

It  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  self-help  works  for  the  pro  se  patron. 

Beyond  the  scope  of  this  bibliography  are  other  secondary  materials,  legal  treatises  and  practice 
materials,  written  primarily  for  attorneys  in  Massachusetts.  Most  of  these  titles  are  quite  expensive,  but 
still  may  be  of  interest  to  your  patrons.  A  list  of  these  additional  Massachusetts  materials  will  be 
available  at  the  workshops,  or  call  a  Trial  Court  Law  Librarian  to  request  one.
